The actlon was taken following the
s atament from the Commission nn Fine
Arts that the bullding, as planned,
would obtrude itself objectlonabhly at
the point named. The plan calla for a
tullding elghty ta ninety feet high,
with feur smokestacks, each sixteen
fret in dlameter, rising 1% fest ahove
tha water level, This, It = araned.
would destroy the view down fthe river
from the White Heuse grounds and
would impair the beauty of the Wash-
fugton Monument, the TLincoln Me-
morial, and Arl'ngton National Ueme-
rery.
